He was seen at the 
former place by a reporter for the 
Telegram, and gave a very enthusiastic 
account of the Grand Prairie country 
north of Edmonton, which he visited 
in the interest of a large number of 
prospective land seekers from Michi+ 
gar. Mr. Scott had with him a punch 
af meadow grass over six feet. in 
height, which he will take back east 
with him to convince people in Michi- 
gan that the Canadian west is not a 
wilderness, and also that: too muchican- 
not be said in favor of the country. 

“it is my intention,” said, Mr. Scoit, 
“to colonize a large section of land in 
the Grand Prajrie country, with people 
from my state. I know, just where I 
can secure 50,000 acres of the best land 
in the world. This grass I have came 
off that lang, aad there are thousands 
of acres of it. I can get 100 well-to-do 
Michigan families to settle in that 
cogntry just as soon as the Dominion 
government will give me an assurance 
that it will assist in making a .dad 
from Edmonton. It will be some years 
before we can get a railway in there, 
and a good road is necessary to open 
up the country. 1 

“I believe the coyntry to be an ex- 
cellent one for mixed farming and 
ranching, An energetic young man 
can go in there with a small capital 
and in a few years he will under ar- 
dinary conditions be independent.

THE TARIFF. 

From the discussion that is now go- 
ing on in the eastern papers and from 
the recent published utterances of the 
minister of public works it is plain 
that a strong effort will be made at 
the next session of parliament to se- 
cure increased duties on a number of 
articles of Canadian manufacture, 
If ever there was a time in the his- 
tory of Canada when such a demand 
was witbout reason ihat time is the 
present. Canada to-day is prosperous 
as it sever was before. The manufac- 
turers of Canada are prosperous as 
they never were before. The national 
revenues are beyond all expectations 
and steadily increasing, while owing to 
the general prosperity the weight of 
taxation is felt less than it ever was. 
There is ro need of an increase in the 
tariff from the standpoint of the in- 
dividual or the nation. But there are 
reasons jor a reduction being made in 
the interests both of the individual and 
of the nation. At the moment vo ac- 
tive demand of ihat natyre is being 
made. The tariff is a tax, 
and ‘the lower the tarifi. the 
lower the taxation. When increasing 
progperity gives a swelling revenye 1s 
thse time or all others that would ad- 
mit of a reduction of taxation by rt 
ducing the tariff, The people at large 
are not minaking any demand for such 
reduction because they feel ihe bur- 
den less now than ever before. And 
because they are not making the de- 
mand which the conditions would na- 
turally suggest the manufacturers 
think the opportunity favorable for 
securing an increase of the duties. 

it is more than remarkable to see 
with what calmness journals and pub- 
lic men who a very few years ago rent 
the heavens with their cries for redyc- 
ed. duties now discuss the pros and cons 
of a general increase. No doubt if 
questioned they would say that they 
only wanted to even up some present 
inequalities, and would deny that they 
favored a general increase. Possibly 
there are inequalities that should be 
evened up and increases that should 
in fairness be made. But it is no mere 
evening up that is at tha battom of 
the organized and general advocacy of 
or apelogy for increased duties. There 
must always be inequalities in a tariff. 
There must always be what appear 
td be inequalities to spectal interests, 
There are such inequalities in the pres- 
ent tariff, inequalities which require 
a reduction as well as others which 
call for increases. But it will be not- 
ed that the sermons now being preach- 
ed On the inequalities of the tariff do 
not touch the instances in which tha 
tariff is too high. They only deal with 
the instances in which it is said ta ba 
too low. The weollen manufacturers, 
the cotton manufacturers, the farm 
machinery manufacturers are all suf- 
fering from the inequaliiies of a tweni- 
ty to thirty-five per cent tariff. But 
no mention is made of the consumer of 
coal oil who pays on a 60 to 804per cent 
tariff. To-day a very long list of ar- 
ticles appears in the customs tariff 
protected by a 35 per cent duty. if 
the demand was merely for adjustment 
the demand for an increase on some ar- 
ticles would be balanced by a demand 
for a decrease 90 others. That nosuch 
demand is made is evidence that a raid 
on the pockets of the public, through 
a general increase in the tariff 1s con- 
templated, and the articies appearing 
in the press are evidence that the cam- 
paign is on. 


It has been urged strongly againsi 


the policy ¢mbodied in the pres- 
ent tariff that under its ad- 
justments and reductions 0° the 
duties the manufacturers’ as a 


class sre better off than they ~ were 
under the preceding higher tariff. That 
is probably true, but is not io itself 
a ground of complaint in the minds of 
most people against the present tariff. 
No patriotic ciiizen wishes the manu- 
facturers of Castada other than abund- 
ant success. But no truly patriotic citi 
zem can wish to see the manufacturers 
greatly advantaged over the remain- 
ing industria] pertion of the nation by 
means of the tariff. The present tariff 
did not err in improving th« condiiions 
for the manu‘acturers so lepg as that 
could be done without unduly increas- 
ing the burdens on the resi of ihe peo- 
ple. But it did err in stl leaving the 
general duties higher than is fair io 


the general public. And it will 
still more greatly errif present 
duti®s are increased: Evidently ihe 


manufacturers do not appreciaie eii her 
a benefit conferred or 2 blow averted, 
when they enter upon a campaign 
against the present tariff as they are 
doing. , 

It is true there were reductions, es- 
pecially under the preferential features 
of the tariff. Reductions which have 
been felt by the general public, and 
reductions which the general interest 
required to be made, It is against 


tons that the present campaign is be- 
ing chiefly directed, bui our old friends 
of the farm machinery factories are 
also o2 hand with their demands. They 
have not been able to fill iheir orders 


for two years past, they get their raw } 


material free or at a much lower rate 
than the protection they receive on tho 
finished products, they now have twen- 
ty per cent projection, but if any re- 
adjustment is made they are certain- 
ly going to demand a share of the 
steal. From the line of argument that 
is being followed in the eastern press 
it is quite evident upon what grounds 
the makers of farm machinery will rest 
their case. It is plain and simple to a 
degree. Merely that the West will 
haveto pay the duty and the East wiil 
get the benefit of increased manufac- 
tures. As the big vote is in the east 
nothing would seem to be more cer- 
tain than that a majority of easiern 
electors could be depended upon to vgie 
for an increase of duty on farm ma 
chinery if that increase was to be the 
only serious readjustment of the tar- 
iff. ; ; : 

The fact if that this is the founda- 
tion idea on which the advoczies of 
increased duties are working the pub- 
lic mind of Eestern Canada. As con- 
ditions exist thers is no other idea on 
which to work. The argwment is; The 
West is rich and prosperous. It can 
stand increased duties. Why noi make 
it pay them, and let us have the bene- 
fit? This is the real strength of the 
movement for higher dulies in ihe east 
and it is being worked by every inter- 
est concerned to that end. Truly it is 
unpatriotic and short-sighted, but it 
as catchy for a short time as the old 
and discredited cry of national policy. 

Of course such an argument really 
rests on the supposition that ihe peo- 
ple are foois; and may turn out io be 
a miscalcylation. After all the manufac- 
turers form a comparatively small 
part of the wealih and industrial 
strength of Canad». The proporiion is 
about one to ien. No dowbt they have 
many advantages, They are sityated 
at the centres of population and con- 


trol directly or indirectly, legilimate- 


ly or illegitimateiy the organs of pub- 
lic opinion in those centres. They can 


always act together, and always have 


money at hand to aid their projecis. 


But on the other hard their sphere of 
influence is really quite limited. They 
are strong in Ontario, and in part of 
Quebec. But why the bulk of Ontario 
or Quebec, or any part of any of the 


other provinces of Canad. should vote 
for higher duties in favor of manufac- 
tures is not apparent from the outlook 
of local self-interest, any more than 
it is of patriotism. Just at present 
the maoyfacturers are in a_ very 
strong position from ihe fact that the 
conservative party throughout Canada 
is pledged to general tarifi increases, 
irrespective of local interests, so that 
all that is necessary is the securing 
of a portion of liberal support in order 
to give the manufacturers command 
of the political sitwation.

The Bulletin loves to weep with’ those 
who weep. Therefore it reproduces in

Telegram; 
‘Return of the, Prodigal.” 

“The presence of Walter Scott, M. P., 
and Hon. A. L. Sifton at a banquet to 
Frank Oliver, M.P., thereby certitied (o 
the thorough-going partizanship of 
the Alberta wanderer in ihe paths of 
independence. 

“it’s victory for machine liberalism 
when its_yoke is formally and finally 
placed upon the neck of Frank Oliver. 
Neither Mr. Walter Scott nor Mr. A. 
L. Sifton is capable of attending ban- 
quets in honor of independenis. frank 
Oliver’s independence must have gone 
out ai the window when these true 
western exponents of dumb, blind, and 
bandenifed pertizanship came in at the 
door.

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THE GAME LAWS 
To-rorrow will be the first day of the 
duck shcoting secson. Intending sperts 
men will do well to peruse the game 
laws of the Northwesi Territories. We 
give them below; ced 

(a) No elk, 1: 098>, caribog, antelope, 
deer or their ‘awn, shall ba hunted, 
taken or killed between the i5th De- 
cember ard the Ist Nov. following 
mountain sheep or goat, between 15th 
December and the Ist October. No per- 
son shall be allowed to kili or take 
more than three deer of anyl one species 
in any One season. ' 

South of ihe line between ips. 22 and 
23 and east of the line between ranges 
23 and 24 west of the second meridian; 
close season for the above animals until 
October 1, 1906. : 

The sale, purchase trade or barter of 
mountain sheep or goats is illegal. 

(b) No person shall fire at, bunt; take 
or kill, any buffalo at any time; any 
grouse, partridge, pheasant, or prairie 
chicken between the 15th December and 
the 15th September following; and not 
more thaa 20 birds in any one day; any 
kind of wild duck, snipe or sandpiper, 
between the 5ih May and 23rd August. 

Eggs of any species of wild fowl or 
game birds must not be taken or dis- 
turbed. ( 

The sale, barter or exchange of any 
plairie chicken that has been caughi or 
killed by any person other than himself 
is illegal. ; i 

None of the contrivances for the tak- 
ing or killing of the wild fowl, known 
as swans, geese or ducks, which) are 
described as swivel guns, batteries, 
sunken punts or night lighis, shall be 
used at any time, nor shall any person 
use grain, seed or other description of 
food steeped in opium, alcohol or oth- 
er narcotics, for the purpose of stupi- 
fying and capturing any species of wild 
fowl, except geese. ! 

(c) No person shall hunt, trap or kill 
any mink, fisher or marten between 
the 15th April aud ist November; any 
otter or beaver between the 15th May 
ard the Ist Octooer; any muskrat be- 
tween the 15th May aud the Ist No 
vember. Killing of beaver in east rid- 
ing of Assinibo'a is prohibited tili 1st 
November, 1906. 

The use of snares, rope, springs, cage, 
net, trap, etc., for capiure of birds (ex- 
cept geese) is prohibited. 

Permission can be granted by the gzov- 
ernment to procure birds and eggs for 
scientific purposes during close season. 


Persons in actual want may kill birds 


or avimals and take eggs for immediate, 


necessities. i 
Non-residents o© the N. W. T. require 
a license from the commissioner of agri- 
culture at Regina ($15) to hunt, take 
or kill, Licenses cover the calendar 
year in which issued, subject to the 
provisions of the game laws. 

Guests—Game guardians may issue 
permit not exceeding 5 days io any 
person not a resident of the Territor- 
ies who is a bpna fide guest of a resi- 
dent and not from an adjoining pro- 
vince or state, permitting such person 
to hunt, take and kill, in company wiih 
such resident on afiidavit being made 
and fee of $1 paid. ‘ 

The possession of any dead animals, 
or birds, or parts (except skins law-ully 
tukeu), during close season will be con- 
sidered evidence of unlawiul killing. 

Game guardiau can sieze birds or ani- 
mals illegally in possession and bring 
offenders before a justice of the peace 
with three months of offence. Fine— 
Buffalo $100; other game $50, or two 
months. 

The consent of the occupier is requir- 
ed to hunt, tuke, kill or iire at game 
or enclosed land. 

The export or carrying out of the N, 
W. T. of grouse, partridge, pheasant, 
prairie chicken, eik, moose, cariboo, an 
telape, or their Sawa, is probibited.
